1. (Currently amended) A defmat skin patch pre-loaded with a biologically active 
substance, the skin patch comprisingi 

a support having e l e ctrootatic prop e rti e s, a periphery and a depression forming a 
chamber: of th e support being coat e d with 

an adhesive disposed on the periphery, the adhesive configured mat e rial to cr e at e a 
hermetically seal the chamber against a patient's skin when applied thereto: and clos e d opace 
b e tw ee n th e support and th e skin, wherein th e support has, in an ar e a not coat e d with 
adhesiv e material, a d e pr e ssion forming a hollow, all or port of a non adh e siv e surfac e of said 
ar e a of th e support being dir e ctly cov e r e d with at least on e biologically activ e substanc e in 
the absenc e of add e d g e l, said 

a preselected amoxmt of biologically active substance b e ing in the form of 
individualized or agglomerated particles, said particl e s b e ing k e pt in contact with the non 
adh e siv e surfac e of th e support as a r e sult of the entire preselected amount of biologically 
active substance bound to the support within the chamber solely bv electrostatic forces^ ef 
attraction b e tw ee n said particles and the support and r e l e as e d to th e skin wh e n the patch is 
plac e d on th e skin to fonn th e h e rm e tically clos e d spac e b e tw ee n th e support and skin 

wherein the biologically active substance is released to the patient's skin by 
perspiration secreted from the patient's skin into the chamber . 

2. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claim e d in claim 1 , further comprising a 
label removably coupled to the adhesive, the label configured to be . opposit e the support, which 




removed from the adhesive before application of the skin patch to the 



patient's skin. 
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3. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claimed in claim 1, wherein the support 
comprises glass or a polymer chosen from the group comprising cellulose plastics, polyvinyl 
chlorides, polypropylenes, polystyrenes, polycarbonates and polyacrylics. 

4. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising a 
label removably disposed on w h e r e in a back of the support^ is cov e r e d with a the label 
configured to be removed from the skin patch before application to the patient's skin to reinforce 
the electrostatic forces that bond the biologically active substance to the support within the 
chamber which can b e p ee l e d off .

6. (Currently amended) The A d e rmal skin patch of claim 1. wherein the biologically 
active substance is an comprising a support having e l e ctrostatic properti e s, a periph e ry of the 
support b e ing coat e d with an adh e siv e mat e rial to cr e at e a h e rmetically closed spac e botwoon the 
support and the skin, wh e r e in th e support has, in an area not coat e d with adh e sive mat e rial, a 
d e pr e ssion forming a hollow, all or part of a non adh e siv e surfac e of said ar e a of th e support 
b e ing dir e ctly cov e red with at l e ast on e allerg e n in th e absence of add e d gel, said allergen b e ing 
in th e form of individualiz e d or agglom e rated particl e s, said particl e s being k e pt in contact with 
th e non adhesiv e surfac e of th e support as a result of e l e ctrostatic forc e s of attraction botwoon 
said particl e s and th e support and r e l e as e d to th e skin when tho patch is placed on the skin to 
form th e h e rm e tically closed spac e b e tw ee n the support and skin . 

7. (Currently amended) The skm patch of as claimed in claim 6, wherein the allergen 
has undergone a treatment of lyophilization, pasteurization or ionization. 

8. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claimed in claim 6, wherein the allergen is 
in the form of a purified allergenic fraction. 

9. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claim e d in claim i [[6]], further comprising 
v i ^h e r e in th e support has an allergen marking device in the form of: a.marking printed on a back 
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of the support, a temporary tattoo l e ft at a sxirface of th e skin when th e patch is r e moved , or a 
self-adhesive disk maintained on an adhesive part of the support and configured to separate[[d]] 
therefrom when the skin patch is removed. 

1 0. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claim e d in claim 6, further comprising a 
device sensitive to physicochemical reactions of the patient's skin resulting from a not e d in the 
course of local inflammatory reaction induced by a positive r e action to the allergen . 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claim e d in claim 10, wherein said the 
device is in the form of comprises a colored indicator sensitive to local variations in pH. 

12. (Currently amended) The skin patch of as claimed in claim 6. wherein a plurality of 
different allergens are bound the support has several areas having olectrostatic properties each 
cov e r e d with a diff e r e nt all e rg e n, e ach el e ctrostatic ar e a b e ing s e parat e d by a non e l e ctrostatic 



13. (Withdrawn) A patch kit comprising a plurality of patches as claimed in claim 6, 
wherein each patch contains an increasing amoimt of allergens. 

14. (Currently amended) A patch preloaded with a selected amoimt of allergen, the 
patch comprising: 

a support defining a first surface: and having electrostatic properties, a first surfac e 
portion of th e support b e ing cov e r e d with at least on e biologically active substance in the 
absenc e of added g e l, said biologically activ e substanc e b e ing 

an allergen in the form of individualized or agglomerated particles, all of the allergen 
bound said particles being k e pt in contact with to the first surface portion of the support only by 
as a result of electrostatic forces of attraction b e tween said particl e s and th e support . 

15. (Currently amended) The patch of claim 14, further comprising an adhesive 
disposed on the support surrounding the first surface, the adhesive configured to create meoas 
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for creating a hermetically closed space , containing said at l e ast one biologically active 
substance, between said the support and a patient's skin that contains the allergen . 

16. (Currently amended) The patch of claim 15 TfHI], wherein the allergen is 
communicated to the patient's skin upon contact with perspiration secreted by the patient's skin . 
wher e in th e means for cr e ating a h e rmetically clos e d spac e comprises a s e cond surfac e portion 
of th e support, said s e cond surfac e portion b e ing coat e d with an adh e siv e material and 
surrounding said first surfac e portion . 

17. (Currently amended) The patch of claim 14, wherein the first surface is disposed 
within a depression formed in the supp ort at l e ast on e biologically activ e substance comprises an 

18. (Currently amended) The A-ekm patch of claim 15 further comprising a label 
removably coupled to the adhesive, the label configured to be removed from the adhesive before 
application of the patch to the patient's skin a support having elootrostatio prop e rti e s, a 
p e riph e ry of th e support b e ing coated with an adh e sive material to create a h e mi e tically clos e d 
spac e b e tw^een the support and th e skin, wherein th e support has, in an ar e a not coated with 
adh e siv e material, a d e pr e ssion forming a hollow, all or port of a non adh e sive surfac e of said 
ar e a of the support being directly cov e r e d with at least on e food or respiratory allergen in the 
abs e nc e of added gel, said food or r e spiratory allerg e n b e ing in the form of individualized or 
agglom e rat e d particl e s, said porticl e s b e ing k e pt in contact with the non adh e sive surfac e of the 
support OS a r e sult of e l e ctrostatic forc e s of attraction between said particles and the support and 
r e l e as e d to the skin when the patch is placed on the skin to form the herm e tically clos e d space 
b e tw e en th e support and skin . 

19. (New) The patch of claim 14, wherein the support comprises glass or a polymer 
chosen from the group comprising cellulose plastics, polyvinyl chlorides, polypropylenes, 
polystyrenes, polycarbonates and polyacrylics. 
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21 . (New) The patch of claim 14, further comprising a label removably disposed on a 
back of the support, the label configured to be removed from the patch before application to a 
patient's skin to reinforce the electrostatic forces that bond the allergen to the first surface. 

22. (New) The skin patch of claim 14, wherein the allergen is in its reactogenic state 
of origin. 

23. (New) The skin patch of claim 14, wherein the allergen is selected from the 
group consisting of wheat flour, peanuts, cow's milk, egg, and latex. 
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
